A “new Christianity,” proclaimed by 
theologians of the University of Chica- 
aroused interest and discussion 
St. Louis religious leaders, but 
has not gained open indorsement. In its

‘new Christianity’’ is almost as radical! 


as the “‘new religion’’ proclaimed last 
jyvear by President Eliot on his retiré- 
ment from Harvard University. 

Dispatches from Chicago state that 
the current number of the _ Biblica: 
World, the official puincation of the 
University of Chicago divinity ‘school, 
contains an editorial setting forth the 
new doctrine. Among the faculty of the 
school are George Burman Foster, 
whose views have occasioned many or- 
thodox attacks on the school; Shailer 
Matthews, Charles A. Henderson and 
Ernest De Witt Burton. 

The new Christianity, as outlined in 
the Biblical World’s article, will be 
based on scientific and historical truth, 
rather than on revelation. It will 
abandon biblical tales which conflict 
with scientific truth. Its motto will be 
‘‘\Whatsoever is True.”’ It will be ethical, 
scientific, social and. altruigtic, 

Geology Rather Than Genesis, 

‘“Not-even Christianity, with its can- 
onized literature and its creeds intended 
to be perpetueél, can altogether escape 
the influence of the evolutionary pro- 
cess that characterizes every phase of 
human life,’’ says the article. 

“The process of change has been un- 
usuaily rapid of late. And there emerges 
a Christianity, partly new, partly old, 
but taking its place ag a distinct type. 
It accepts the results of the sctentific 
study of the world. 
“In a controversy 
and geology, the new Christianity 
stands by geology. The record left in 
the strata of the earth cannot be im- 
pugned by a poet of the pre-scientific 
age, even though that poet be a pro- 
phet of a higher conception of God than 
prevailed in his day. The new Chris- 
tianity will accept assured results of 
historical investigation into the records 
of ancient times.’’ 

St. Louis ministers interviewed 
concerning the article Wednesday by 
a Post-Dispatch reporter uniformly 
dissented from the writer’s conclu- 
sions. Several of them expressed a 
desire to read and consider the en- 
tire article before speaking for pub- 
lication. 

Dang Settled Question, 

The Rev. Dr. William M. Jones of 
the Hyde Park Congregationa] Church 
said: 

“Prof. Dana, Yale's great geologist, 
settled for me the question of a con- 
flict between Scripture and sicence. 
He said there was none. 

“The assured results of science, its 
undeniable facts, are one thing, and 
the philosophical speculation which 
calls itself science is another thing. 
Christianity may confifct with this 
speculation. It does not conflict with 
truth and there is therefore no need 
for a ‘new Christianity.’ ” 

The Rev. A. A. V. Bianington of the 
Episcopal Church of the Ascension 
was equally positive in his dental of 
the Chicago theologians’ conclusions. 
He said: 

“Christianity is once for all true or 
false. The miracles are true, or 
Christianity is false... Christianity 
uses the thought of every age, but it 
is not bound up with any system of 
speculation. 

Denies There Is Controversy. 
“Science is still in process of devel- 
opment. Because the miracles may 
seem contrary to our knowledge, we 
are not to conclude that they are 
contrary to science. Science may yet 
explain them. Whether it does so or 
not, the results of revelation will not 
be altered.” 

The Rev. Dr. J. lL. Mauze of the 
Central Presbyterian Church said: 

“I do not believe theré is any such 
thing as ‘what the Biblical World 
writer calle a ‘controversy between 
Genesis and geology,’ or a conflict 
between science and religion. Christ- 
lanify is based on truth correctly in- 
terpreted and on revelation. 
whether a religion based solely on 
science, or scientific speculation 
would go very far toward satisfy- 
ing the needs of the human heart.”

Blaze Starts as She Enters 
New York Harbor With 
Excursionists. 








NEW YORK, July 6.—The big triple- 
decked steamboat Grand Republic, re- 
turning from Rockaway Beach this aft- 
ernoon with about 300 excursionists on 
board, took fire in the Lower Bay. The 
burning craft, the sister ship of the fll- 
fated General Slocum, was headed at 
once to the dock of the Crescent Ath- 
letic Club, where all her panic-stricken 


passengers were landed. 

Dense clouds of smose enwrapped the 
vessel and a fleet of tugs hurried to her 
assistance to prevent a repetition of the 
Slocum disaster, in which 1000 Hves were 
lost six years ago. 

It is believed the fire will be confined 
to where it started, amidships. The fire 
was still burning at 2:50 o’clock this aft- 
ernoon, but the fire boats and tugs ap- 
peared to have it under control. 

Six years ago June 15, last, the sister 
ship of the Grand Republic, the Gen. 
Slocum, took Lre in Hell Gate and 1000 
excursionists, most of them women and 
children, were either drowned or burned. 


BIRTH OF PEACE 10 BE 
CELEBRATED IN 1914 


By Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, July 6.—The movement 
for a world-wide celebration in 1914 of 
the one hundredth anniversary of peace 
among English speaking peoples took 
from here today with the announcement 
of a committee selected to organize the 
work of preparation. The committee is 
headed by Andrew Carnegie as chair- 
ma and the announcement of the pres- 
ent status of the movement was made 
by Chairman John A. Stewart of the 
Executive Committee of one hundred. 

The treaty of Ghent was signed 
Dec. 24, 1814, and it is proposed to 
commemorate this event through an 
invitation issued jointly by the citi- 
zens of the United States and Great 
Britain to the world at large .to take 
part during 1914 in a common cele- 
pration. The exact form which the 
celebration wil take has been only 
tentatively discussed. 

A suggestion that has received con- 
sideration, contemplates gq program 
including a day of ceremony at Ghent, 
conferences and celebrations in Lon- 
don and Washington and the possible

The committee members asked the 
insular officers what they ‘knew about 
this company. ' They replied that they 


heard mention made of it in Congress, 
whereupon they wired to the Govern- 
er-General at Manilla, whose answer, 
they said, indicated that such a com- 
pany had been organized and probahly 
would be authorized to do business in 
the Philippine Islands. Upon learning 
of this I put through a specific reso)u- 
tion of inquiry, calling for the cable- 
grams, and when these were produced 
it developed that when Edwurds and 
McIntyre made their Staternents, which 
was on April 13, they then had in their 
possession a cablegram from Gov. 
Forbes, dated April 9, specifically in- 
forming them that the Mindoro Devel- 
opment Co. had been organized under 
the laws of New Jersey and had been 
authorized to do business in the Phil- 
ippine Islands. This is one of the 
mildest “samples of the evasions that 
have been met with at every turn in 
this inquiry, 


Coupled With Purchasers. 

The Mindoro Development Co. is 
coupled ‘up with the purchasers of the 
'Ban Jose estate, and with the estate it- 
self by the fact that it is now having 
constructed at the Honolulu Iron Works 
a $600,000 sugar plant for the San Jose 
estate, and that the manager of the 
Mindoro Development Co. igs Mr. Bw. Eh. 
Poole the agent who represented Have- 
meyer and his associates in the purchase 
of the estate. 

It is admitted by the Bureau of In- 
sular Affaire that section 75 of the or- 
ganic law of the Philippines absolutely 
prohibits agricultural corporations from 
owning and controlling to exceed 2500 
acres of land in the Philippines, and 
that this means all lands, whether pub- 
lic domain, friar lands or lands in pri- 
vate ownership. They are, therefore, 
placed in the position of having con- 
nived with the purchagers of these lands 
to violate this provision of the law. 

At the same time that the Department 
of Justice was moving to secure the 
indictment of Horace Havemeyer as a 
director of the Sugar Trust for criminal 
frauds against the Government, it ren- 
dered an opinion which made nugatory 
the protecting limitations of the Philip- 
pine constitution and affirmed the sale 
of the San Jose friar estate to this 
wame Horace Havemeyer, while the Bu- 
reau of Insular Affairs connived with 
him to evade section 7. To permit the 
agent-and manager of a corporation to 
hold the nominal titie to these lands 
while it exercised every other right and 
privilege of ownership, is a subterfuge 
#0 transparent as to require no further 
comment. 


Authorities Co-Operative. 

We are familiar in this country with 
great Corporations resorting to subter- 
fuges to evade the law until such time 
as they are discovered and brought to 
book by the authorities, but we have 
not yet become accustomed to the au- 
thorities themselves co-operating with 
the violators of the law to bring about 
its faflure. We are doing this in the 
Philippines, and I um prepared to 
prove . it, :

@arlier letters. The letter of April J1 
disclosed that the attorney for the in- 
vestor was named De Gersdorff. Also 
that the name of the attorney of the 
purchasers was named De Gersdorff. 
Since this attorney had been quoted as 
authority for the legality of the sale, 
and as he had been referred to as & 
very able attorney, it was thought to be 
of some interest to ascertain his iden‘i- 
ty, that it might be determined just how 
much weight to attach to his opinion. 

It must be admitted that when it de- 
veloped that this attorney, upon whose 
opinion the validity of the deal was in 
Part bolstered, was the same attorney 
who had cajled at the War Departmet* 
to ascertain whether the sale would be 
valid, it robbed his opinion of some 
weight. But it further appeared in this 
letter that Mr. de Dersdorf was only 
brought into the case by Mr. John Hen- 
ry Hammond of the firm of Strong & 
Cadwallader of New York, of which firm 
Henry W. Taft is now a leading mem- 
ber, and of which Attorney-General 
Wickersham was a leading member un- 
til he entered the Cabinet. 

A great deal of weight has been given 
to the connection between the Sugar 
Trust and the law firm of Strong & 
Cadwallader, but the membership of 
Henry W. Taft and Mr. Wickersham in 
that firm at the time it represented the 
Sugar Trust in the great suits already 
referred to was a mere incident in the 
situation that gave that firm a right of 
way through the Philippime constitution 
for Horace Havemeyer and other Sugar 
Trust officials. 

Taft the Supreme Figure. 

The fact is that, in one capacity or 
another, President Taft has been the 
supreme figure in the Philippines for 
the past 10 years, that during all that 
time the law firm of Strong & Cadwal- 
lader has handled the legal end of the 
bulk of the big business in the Philip- 
pines, and that. Gen. Edwards, the 
President’s close friend and adviser, has 
had, as chief of the Bureau of. Insular 
Affairs, immediate authority and juris- 
diction over the archipelago. This law 
firm has represented or been connected 
with the bulk of the big improvements 
in the Philippines railroad construction, 
railroad bonds upon which the Philip- 
pine Government guarantees 4 per cent 
interest for 30 years, harbor improve- 
ments, municipal franchises, etc. 

The Bureau of Insular Affairs had the 
letting of some of this business and has 
had the controlling influence in all of 
it; so that, when a member of that 
firm called at the Bureau of Insular 
Affairs to begin negotiations for the 
purchase of the friar lands he needed 
no credentials. Mr. Hammond called at 
the Bureau of Insular Affairs on ‘Sept. 
3 to negotiate for the purchase of the 
San Jose estate. 

In his letter of April 11 Gen. Edwards 
makes it appear that he knew nothing 
about Mr. Hammond's call, and only 
learned of it afterward from his 4ssist- 
ant, Maj. McIntyre, and that, quoting 
literally from the letter, “Maj. MclIn- 
tyre thinks Mr. Hammond did not bring 
up the purchase of any special piece of 
property in the Philippine Islands, nor 
is he positive that he mentioned the 
purchase of land on the friar estates.’’ 

However, in the correspondence ac- 
companying this letter was a cabie- 
gram from Gen. Edwards to Gov. 
Forbes at Manila, dated Oct. 22, which 
cablegram referred to a letter Gen. 
Edwards had written to Gov. Forbes 
on Sept. 27 preceding. When this letter 
was produced in response to a specific 
resolution of inquiry it was found to 
contain the statement that “‘a represon- 
tative of a New York law firm, one of 
the best in New York, has visited this 
office in connection with the purchase 
of the San Jose estate in Mindoro,” 

Gen. Edwards in Error. 

This statement clearly establishes the 
error of Gen. Edwards’ statement in 
his letter of April 11, disclaiming per- 
sonal knowledge of Mr. Hammond's ¢al! 
and the object of his visit, and is be- 
sides only one of many things which 
disproves ~~ another statement made by 
Gen. Edwards, in his second letter to 
Congress, that the first knowledge he 
had of the negotiations to sell the San 
Jose friar estate was the published ca- 
blegram announcing the sale, which ap- 
peared in American newspapers Dec. 7. 

When Mr. Hammond called he was 
informed that the sale of the estate in 
bulk was prohibited by the organic law 
of the Philippines. Gen. Edwards now 
denies that it was ever contended in the 
Bureau of Insular Affairs that the limi- 
tations applied to the friar lands, but 
the correspondence by cable between 
himself and the Governor-General of the 
Philippines and between his bureau and 
the firm of Strong & Cadwallader shows 
conclusively that Mr. Hammond was 
informed to this effect when he called 
at the Bureau of Insular Affairs on 
Bept. 3. 

It appears, however, that he went 
right along with his plans to buy these 
lands. Although he may have been in- 
fluenced somewhat by a letter written 
to him from the bureau on Sept. 4, 
calling his attention to the fact that 
while Porto Rico had even stricter lim- 
itations than the Philippines, it had not 
interfered at all with the development 
of the sugar industry in Porto Rico. In 
other words, the Bureau of Insular Af- 
fairs simply gave Mr. Hammond carte 
blanche to go ahead with his plans, 
with the assurance that the bureau 
would see that they were not ham- 
pered. Mr. Hammond, however, during 
the interview, suggested that, owing to

Asked if Sale-Would Be Valid. 

Mr. De Gersdorff did not appear on 
the scene until Nov. 23, when he called 
at the Bureau of Insular Affairs to ask 
whether the sale would be void. He 
called with memorandum made up for 
him by the Bureau of Insular Affairs 
and the firm of Strong & Cadwalader. 
He submitted this memorandum, which 
was transmitted to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral on Dec. 4 by the Secretary of War 
asking for the opinion, which was ren- 
dered on Dec. 18. 

On Nov. 2, six days after Mr. De 
Gersdorff called, Gov. Forbes at Manila 
cabled Gen. Edwards at Washington 
that the agreement to sell the estate 
had already been entered into. It has 
not yet been developed on what day 
prior to Nov. 29 the agreement was 
made, but it has developed that it was 
made and that Mr. De Gersdorff con- 
tributed no services whatever towards 
bringing it about. It is shown by the 
record that Mr. De Gersdorff never ren- 
dered any services whatever except to 
bring to Washington his prepared mem- 
orandum. 

The first cablegram announcing this 
sale appeared in the American news- 
papers on Dec. 7, eleven days before the 
Attorney-General rendered his opinion 
and 15 days before the opinion was 
cabled to Manila. It is claimed, how- 
ever, that while the agreement to sell 
the estate was entered into some time 
prior to Nov. 29, the sale was not con- 
summated until Jan. 4 Three days 
later the Manila Times, which is the 
unofficial organ of the administration 
in the Philippines, published the im- 
portant news that at the time the cane 
and grass seed had already been planted 
on the San Jose estate, which had never 
before been cultivated, that soundings 
had been made for a dock on the sea 
coast, that a railway survey had been 
run from the dock to the estate and 
that the material had already been 
sent out for labor quarters. 

In other words, fhat work had already 
been accomplished which required 
months of preparation in the Philip- 
pines, to say nothing of the preliminary 
work that must have been done In New 
York. 

Company Has Wide Power. 

This, however, was only a part of the 
forehandedness of the purchasers of 
these lands. The Mindoro Development 
Co., which was organized to exploit 
them, was incorporated under the laws 
of New Jersey on Dec. 8, 10 days be- 
fore the Attorney-General rendered his 
opinion. This company is authorized 
to do everything on earth except to con- 
demn a right of way in the State of 
New Jersey. Such @ concern must have 
been deliberating a considerable time be- 
fore its articles of incorporation were 
filled at Trenton. The plans at both 
ends of the line appear not only to have 
been matured, but executed before the 
opinion was even asked for, to say 
nothing of its rendition. 


- For some reason or other, an opinion 
which undid the work of the American 
Congress, which violated both the letter 
and spirit of the law, which overturned 
the colonial policy of the United States: 
and has become such an issue in’ the 
Philippines that Secretary of War Dick- 
inson and Gen. Edwards are’ both on 
the Pacific en route to Manila on ac- 
count of it, seems to have figured very 
tinconsiderably in the plans of the #¢x- 
ploiters. 


Calamba Estate the Crux, 

After a while it came to light that 
the Isabella estate had been sold to a 
man named W. H. Lawrence, a lawyer 
in Manila. The presumption is that Mr. 
Lawrence, like Mr. Poole, is an ageut 
of a syndicate. A later report says that 
this estate was sold to a man named 
Bruce, but as Bruce and Lawrence are 
law partners, it does not make much 
difference which one got the nominal 
title. Then it came to light that the 
historical Calamba estate has been sold. 
Upon the face of the record, the sale 
of this estate breaks down some of the 
strongest defense made by the War De- 





Jose and the Isabella estates. 

It was claimed that these estates were 
remote, unoccupied and uncultivated. 
But the Calamba estate is within 30 
miles of Manila by rail. Furthermore, 
it is one of the richest and most beauti- 
ful estates In the Philippines. On top of 
this, the controversy between the friars 
and the tenants over the ownership 
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of this estate resulted in the Philip- 
pine revolution of 1896. As a result of 


“ 


that revolution Jose Rizal, the foremost 
Filipino fm all the archipelago, was 
seized by the Spanish arms, courtmar- 
tialed and shot to death on the Lunetts 
at Manila. He was executed on Dec. 
31, 1896, and the date of his death is 
commemorated in a national manner in 
the Philippines. The Riza} family and 
their tenants claimed the Calamba es- 
tate. 

After the Spanish-American War this 
estate became the crux of the negotia- 
tions to buy the Friar lands for the 
avowed purpose of distributing them 
among the tenants. It has now passed 
into the hands of the Dillingham sugar 
interests of Honolulu, which is to say 
iz has passed into the hands of the 
Sugar Trust. I am reliably informed, 
in fact I have been informed by cable, 
that the Filipinos are very much 
wrought up over the sale of the Calam- 
ba estate. 

Suppressed Sale of Tala Estate. 

The last thing that came to light, and 
in my judgment the cap sheaf in the 
whole situation, was the sale of the 
Tala estate to Frank W* Carpenter, 
the executive secretary of the Philip- 
pine Government. In all its reports and 
explanations, and although this infor- 
mation was specifically called for, the 
Bureau of Insular Affairs suppressed 
not only the name of the purchaser of 
the Tala estate, but the fact that the 
estate has been sold. 

Just recently the disclosure -came 
through a report from the director of 
lands at Manilla, in answer to a cable 
from the Secretary of War under di- 
rection of the House of Represent- 
atives. Carpenter has a progressive 
agreement for the purchase of the en- 
tire estate as rapidly as it becomes va- 
cant. As the Philippine Government 
has at its command a law enabling the 
ejectment of the tenants, there is no 
question that the entire estate will pass 
from their occupancy as rapidly as de- 
sired, 

The same report disclosed the lease 
for % years at 8 cents per acre of 3000 
acres of public lands to EB. L. Worces- 
ter, a nephew of Dean C. Worcester, 
the Philippine Secretary of the Interior, 
who is required by law to approve -<.ll 
land sales and who, therefore, approved 
this lease to his nephew, as well as the 
sale to Carpenter and the sale of the 
other Friar estates. 

When such an admitted condition -<- 
ists in the Philippine Government, it 
conclusively establishes the need of an 
investigation. The railway situafion, 
while not embraced in the forthcoming 
investigation, is from all reports no less 
in need of a thorough overhauling. For 
12 years now the Philippines have been 
in the control of a handful of Federal 
appointees 7000 miles removed from the 
seat of supervision. They are evidently 
in need of a checking up which will go 
into every department of the Philip- 
pine administration: and that is what

Aj plication for the order was filed by 
Chase Morsey, attorney for Matt G. 
Reynvids, receiver of the Continental 
cumpany. Morsey set forth that the 
books show approximately $298,000 to 
have been realized from the sale of 
stock, and $128,000 to remain in the treas- 
ury, of which assets, however, only $14,- 
000 is in cash. The disappearance of the 
difference, more than $170,000, is account- 

. ed for on the books by ‘‘commissions”’ 
to Gardner and “organization expenses.”’ 

After Walter J. Miller, president of 
the companies, had failed to persuade 
the directors of the Continental com- 
pany to lend him $17,0w on land he 
owned at Lamar, Mo., he transferred 
the land to C. H. Smith, an employe in 
his bank, and again besought the 
loan, according to new statements 
made Wednesday by Gardner. Miller 
was active in having permanent receiv- 
ers appointed for both companies and 
Gardner was a defendant in the pro- 
ceedings. 

Miller Denies Borrowing. 


But the directors investigated the 
deeds to the rroperty, says Gardner, 
u.scovered Miller's recent ownership of 
it and again declined to make the loan. 
Thereupon, taking pity upon Miller, 
Gardner declares he loaned him the 
$17,000 out of his own pocket. These al- 
legations Miller denounced as ‘‘abso- 
lutely false, in a telegram to the Post- 
Dispatch Wednesday. 

Smith's note and the mortgage se- 
curing it are in Gardner’s possession.

RAILROADS WILL 
FIGHT REDUCTION 
IN FREIGHT RATE 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. * 

JEFFERSUN CITY, Mo., July 6.—If 
the state railroad commissioners at- 
tempt to put into effect a proposed new 
freight rate scleaule which, taken as 
a whole, is a reduction of present rates 
the railroad attorneys, who are here 
today opposing it, announce that the 
commission will be enjoined either in 
the State or Federal courts. 

Some believe the commission ‘is al- 
ready in. contempt of the Federal 
courts for attempting to reduce freight 
rates while enjoined from attempted en- 
forcement of the maximum freight law. 
This litigation is now pending in the 
United States Supreme Court. 

R. P. Railey of the Missouri Pacific 
Says the rates proposed are lower than 
those of the maximum freight law from 
the enforcement of which the commis- 
sion is enjoined. Judgs O. M. Spencer 
of the Burlington, Martin Clardy of the 
Missouri Pacific and others asked for 
time in which to analyze the proposed 
freight schedule and to ascertain if it 
be compensatory. 

The members of the commission called 
the hearing to give the railroads a 
chance to show cause why the schedule 
should not go into effect. The new 
schedule reduces rates on general freight 
about 8 per cent and increases the rates 
on corn, wheat and oats 8 to 12 per cent.

Secretary of State Waits on 
Legal Opinion From At- 
torney-General Major.

It Is Believed Opinion Will

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_ THE FRIAR LANDS SCANDAL. 

In the Post-Dispatch today Representative 
Martin tells the full story of the Philippine 
friar lands scandal. In his efforts to get at the 
truth, everywhere he hag met the same desire 
for suppression, the same studied misrepresen- 
tation, the same official opposition to publicity. 
At last investigations by the House and the Sen- 
ate have been ordered, and the full light of day 
is to be let in on every phase of the transaction. 

It was largely at the instance of Mr. Taft while 
Governor-General of the Philippines that Con- 
gress imposed strict limitations upon the amount 
of public lands in the islands that should be sold 
to any individual or corporation. The avowed 
intent was to forestall the exploitation of the 
islands at the expense of the natives. It was 
chiefly through the tact and diplomacy of Mr. 
Taft as secretary of war that the negotiations 
for the purchase of the friar lands were brought 
to a successful conclusion and that one of the 
standing causes of native discontent was removed 
under Anierican rule. It is the Taft adminis- 
tration that, in defiance of the plain will of Con- 
gress and against the expressed policy of the 
United States, has furtively connived at the 
wholesale alienation of Philippine lands to for- 
eign capitalists. 

These 400,000 acres of friar lands were bought 
from the religious orders for the benefit of the 
Filipinos, many of whom occupied them as ten- 
ants. To say that they are not “public lands” is 
merely to say that they had not yet been pur- 
chased from the friars in 1902, when Congress 
in the organic law of the prands placed an abso- 
lute prohibition upon the'sale of large tracts of 
the public domain to any one purchaser. A per- 
sonal ruling by Mr. Wickersham, Mr. Taft’s at- 
torney-general, made at the instance of Sugar 
Trust interests, is the sole authority for disre 
garding the law as provided by Congress. 

Aside from the sinister circumstances in which 
that ruling was made, aside from the secrecy 
with which that ruling was delivered after the 
first sale of friar lands had been consummated 
in the Philippines, there is nothing back of it 
but Mr. Wickersham’s personal opinion. No 
court was consulted, Congress was carefully 
kept in complete ignorance of what was going on 
in the departments in Washington and in Manila. 

Yet it is on the strength of this unsupported 
opinion of the Attorney-General that, not one 
large friar estate, but several of them, have been 
hastily transferred to Sugar Trust representa- 
tives and attaches and relatives of Philippine 
officials. 3

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THE COURT’S DELAY. 


Dr. B. Clark Hyde, convicted of murder in 


~ Kansas City, has been formally sentenced to 


prison for life. Instead of being taken to the 
penitentiary he has been remanded to jail pend- 
ing decision by the Supreme Court on appeal. 

The Supreme Court does not meet again until 
September. The docket is crowded. Lawyers say 
it will be at least six months before the Hyde 
case is reached. Several weeks will pass after 
hearing and before decision. | 

This is an instance not of the law’s delay but 
of the court’s. Under our system we require an 
opinion of a court of last resort before we may 
say finally that a man is guilty. If Dr. Hyde’s 
a. no violation of rules he should be 
p in the penitentiary at once. If his trial 
Was not conducted according to the technical re; 
finements of our system and he is ultimately to 
be freed, the unnecessary six or eight months in 
jail is an outrage.

A FATAL COMBINATION. 

How do the Democratic leaders in the city 
expect to recapture St. Louis for the pirty? 
The Democratic Business Men’s Executive Com- 
mittee is now confronted with tho task of pick- 
ing a ticket for party support in the approach- 
ing primaries. There are good candidates for 
the bench gnd for a few important offices, mak- 
ing it possible to select a fair slate for the upper 
half of the ticket. 
But scattered here and there among the can- 
didates for important offices are men powerful 
with the party organization, but conspicuously 
unfit for the nominations they seek. For the 
minor offices and for Justice of the Peace and 
Constable the predominance of ward politicians 
with unsavory records is so great that the com- 
mittee cannot select a complete slate without 
including several men whose candidacies would 
certainly endanger and probably defeat the whole 
ticket. 

In the municipal election of last year the Post- 
Dispatch warned the respectable party leaders 
that they could not afford to make a combina- 
tion with discreditable ward bosses and gang 
leaders. We warned them that compromise with 
the elements which have disgraced the party and 
wrecked public confidence in its methods and 
purposes would defeat it at the polls. The warn- 
ing was unheeded and,-despite strong leading 
candidates, the party was overwhelmingly de- 
feated. -

It has-been proved, once for all. They cannot 
“come back.” The question has been answered, 
beyond peradventure. James J. Jeffries, “the 
human bear,” was conceded, up to July 4, to 
have been “the greatest fighting man of the age.” 
Apparently, he was invincible. He relinquished 
his title of heavyweight champion of the world 
six years ago, because there was nobody of his 
weight who was able or willing to face him in a 
fight. After that he spent part of his time on a 
farm near Los’ Angeles, in the lovely climate of 
Southern California. But—and here is the point— 
the fatal “BUT”—as fatal as the subjunctive 
“IF.” For quite a time after his retirement, al- 
though a preacher’s son, “Jeff” owned a part 
interest in a Los Angeles saloon, spent much of 
hig time there, being the main attraction, just as 
John L. Sullivan was in his “cafe” in Boston, 
and just as Tom Sharkey is -in his New York 
place today—and as.a matter of course he had 
to absorb a good deal of the “strong stuff,” as 
sporting men say, “to hold up his end.” 

The contest came off. Johnson, 32 years old, 
won easily over Jeffries, 35. James J. Corbett, 
whom Jeffries had defeated, declared over his 
signature that Jeffries was “better than ever.” 
But he was not. Jeffries was worse than ever. 
This proves the point. No man who persistently 
abuses his body can possibly be “better than 
ever.” He cannot even be “as good as ever.” 
He must pay the penalty, as Jeffries has done. 
He cannot restore himself. It is the law of com- 
pensation, exactly as laid down by Emerson, in 
his admirable essay on that subject. He cannot 
“come back.” As Jeffries himself said, “I simply

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DON’T PAY USURY. 

The Sunday Post-Dispatch told the sad story 
of a man who had gone to the river three times 
with the intention of committing suicide. He 
was in the depths of despair because of being in 
the clutches of a loan shark. Having borrowed 
$75 and paid $218 on a contract calling for inter- 
est at the rate of 10 per cent a month, he still 
owed $63. Being unable to meet payments 
promptly, the purchaser of the note bad gar- 
nisheed the debtor’s salary. 

And the victim of this outrage adds pathetic- 
ally: “Surely some law could be enacted to pro- 
tect the public from loan sharks.” 

Section 3708 of the Missouri statutes prohibits 
more than the legal] rate of 8 per cent per annum. 
It is well understood that loan sharks attempt to 
disguise their usurious rates by calling them com- 
mission, forbearance, or anything that happens to 
suit them. But the courts have decided, in the

-case of Coleman ys, Cole (158 Mo., 253), that 


“where the sum charged for the use of money 
exceeds the legal rate of interest, it is usury, no 
matter in what words it may be clothed.” 
Another decision is to the effect that “pledges 
to secure loans at excessive interest will be 
treated as nullities, however seemingly fair they 
may be.” Also that “where a contract is for 
usurious interest, the creditor forfeits the whole 
interest.” 
The statutes specifically provide that all pay- 
ments over the legal rate, will be charged 
against principal and deducted therefrom. And, 
that the debtor may not be afraid to bring the 
matter into court, it is proyfded that the creditor 
who has charged usury shall bear all the costs 
of a law suit by the debtor to relieve himself of 
@ usurious contract or note. .

In withdrawing from settlement near- 
ly 9,000,000 acres of public land which 
may be available for water-power sites 
and mining purposes, Mr. Taft has made 
prompt use of the new congservation 
law passed by Congress on the eve of 
adjournment.

R. Hawley, the former balloonist, and 
his brother, William . Hawley, today 
brought a suit to recover $20,000 worth 
of property from John R. Bradley, who 
backed Dr. Cook’s North Pole expedi- 
tion. 

The Hawleys are brokers in New 
York, under the name of Hawley & Co. 
Traveling abroad two years ago with 
their sister, Jennie M. Hawley, they 
introduced to her Louis Lévee, a bal- 
loonist, who had worked for Hawley. 
Levee returned to New York. with the 
Hawleys. He is a Frenchman, about 26. 
Miss Hawley went back with him to 
Paris, where they were married, then 
they returned to New York. 

The Hawleys found that their sister 
had transferred the title to property in 
New Canaan to her husband. They had 
placed the property in‘ her name, tak- 
ing her notes for security. 

They brought suits in the New York 
courts aggregating more than $100,000 to 
recover on these notes and recently ob- 
tained judgments of about $31,000. They 
brought similar guits in the Fairfield 
County Superior Court in this city and 
on Saturday got a judgment of $11,300. 
When they sought execution they found 
their sister and her husband no longer 
owned the New Canaan property, but 
had transferred it to W. R. Talmany of 
Norwalk, who had turned it over. to 
John R. Bradley.

Chief of Police Young told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Wednesday that he had 


not considered following the example 


of the authorities of Washington, Cin- 
cirmnati, Baltimore, New Orleans and 
Fort Worth, where chiefs of police 
have indicated a ban will be placed on 
the fight films becaute of fear of race 
riots. Chief Young said there was no 
indication -here that race. riots . would 
result from the exhibition. 

““There fs no law ia Missouri. which 
authorizes me to stop the exhibition of 
prizefight pictures,’’ Chief Young said. 
“There is no law to stop the exhibition 
of pictures of thefts and murders. Such 
pictures are being displayed daily in 
St. Louis. In other cities it is different. 


In Washington and Baltimore the chief 


cf police can do qnany things I cannot 
do here, 

If trouble aoes arise through the 
pigtures between whites and blacks 
the cases will be handled: by the police 
as they arise. 

President Matt G. Reynolds, of the 
Board of Police Commissioners, declared 
Wodnesday that he had not considered 
taking the .initiative, and it was not 
likely that the board would consider 
stopping the picture exhibitions unless 
there was complaint from ‘outside the 
board, 

“I am not going to worry over the 
fight pictures,"”’ Judge Reynolds told the’ 
Post Dispatch. “It will be time enough 
to cross the bridge when we come to it. 
I see nothing wrong from a legal stand- 
point in showing the pictures: Fight 
pictures may be shown just as well as 
pictures of a horse race. 

“Of course there ate other phases to 
be considered, If the moral effect of the 
pictures are bad, or if they tended to 
create race riots, I should be in favor 
of suppressing them. The whole matter, 
I také it, is one that is in the hands of 
Chief of Police Young. If he thinks the 
pictures are not calculated to preserve 
the public morals or peace, it would be 
up to him to place it before the board 
of police commissioners. 

“I do not speak for the whole board, 
however. I am merely one and if some 
other member -chose to propose a dis- 
cussion of it in the board it will be given 
consideration. Personally I think the 
prize-fighting business ought to be 
stopped altogether. 

“I have never seen one. I have seen 
bullfights, and I am inclined to believe 
that the bullfight is the more humane 
exhibition of the two.”

HAS A GRAVEYARD 
BUT ATS FULL 


Plane at Kinloch Probably 
Will Be Called Lambert 
Aviation Grounds. 





2 FARES TO REACH IT 


Grounds Are About an 
Hour’s Ride From the Busi- 
ness District. 





The work of fencing the 80-acre tract 





at Kinloch Park, negotiations for leas- 
ing which for an aviation field practi- 
cally have been completed by Albert 
Bond Lambert, will begin this week, 
and the erection of a grand stand seat- 
ing 10,000 will follow. The course is at 
present known «s Camp No. 4, but 
Capt. Robert McCulloch and Judge Dan- 
iel G. Taylor say they will ask the St. 
Louis Aero Club to christen it ‘“Lam- 
bert Field,’’ in honor of President Lam- 
bert. 

Several members of the Board of Gov- 
ernors of thé club and a number of 
newspaper men inspected the field Tues- 
day afternoon, the private car ‘‘Mera- 
mec” having been placed at their dis- 
posal by Capt. McCulloch. 

In the center of the field is a clump 
of trees, surrounding a small, private 
graveyard, which cannot be disturbed, 
under the terms of the lease. As the 
bird. men will circle the course, the 
tre 1 not be in their way. 

~ vill be the most up-to-date 
aviatfon field in the world,” said one 
member of the inspecting party. ‘‘No 
other club has been so forehanded as 
to provide a graveyard for its meets.” 

“But this cemetery is filled,’’ explained 
Capt. McCulloch, ‘‘and there is not room 
for another person.”’ 

Field Will Be Rolled. 

About 20 acres of the field are now 
standing in young corn, which will be 
plowed under. The rest of the tract is 
covered with wheat stubbie and shocks 
of grain awaiting: threshing. Lambert 
says that the entire course will be 
plowed, harrowed and rolled hard and 
flat. 

The tract itself is perfectly level, “and 
is surrounded as far as the eye can see 
by comparatively flat land, at nearly 
any point of which an aviator could 
make a safe and easy landing. 

The field will be accessible, during 
meets, by four lines, says Capt. McCul- 
loch—the Olive, Hodiamont, Page and 
Wellston, the cars of which. will start 
from Fourth and Olive streets. The 
running time to the field from the 
downtown district is about an hour and 
10 minutes. The Wabash station at Kin- 
loch Park is a féew blocks from the 
field, and automobiles may reach it by 
the Natural Bridge, Florisant and 
Brown roads. 

The, United Railways head said he 
would have been better pleased could 
the field have been situated within the 
S-cent zone of the street car service. 
The fare to the field is 10 cents. ‘You 
can carry more than twice as many 
people for a nickel as you can for a 
dime,’’ said Capt. McCulloch. 

Only Tract to Be Had. 

President Lambert assured him that, 
for the last year, he has been search- 
ing for an aviation field, and that the 
tract at Kinloch Park is the only one 
Which meets all requirements reason- 
ably well. 

The first meet to be held at “‘Lambert 
Field’’ will be the novices’ contest, Pres- 
ident Lambert hopes, which may be 
postponed until the field is ready. It 
will be in perfect condition within three 
weeks, he says. 


CURTISS FLIES OUT TO SEA 
TWO MILES IN AEROPLANE 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., July 6.— 
Glenn Curtiss made the first aeroplane 
trip above the Atlantic Ocean when he 
guided his biplane in an eight-minute 
flight along the front of the city, going 
about two miles to sea, The trip ex- 
tended from the ‘‘Million dollar pier’’ to 
the Inlet and back to the Chelsea limits 
of the resort, with a final dash to the 
starting place. Although the high tide 
left a starting place in soft sand hardly 
50 yards wide and only twice as long, 
the aviator last evening secured a start 
from there that clearea his machine 
from the breakers in front of him and 
then landed with hardly a jar within a 
few feet of the tracks made as he 
started.

The illumination, he 
says, is given off by a peculiar method 
of oxygenation of waste products which 
turns all energy into illumination and 
none into heat. Before the summer is 
over Prof. Hamilton hopes to have de- 
termined just what this method is.

Early Morning Explosion, 

Phe bomb was thrown early Fourth 
of July morning, apparently from the 
street in front of the preacher’s home. 
lt was made of a steel tube, loaded with 
dynamite, and partly wrecked the porch 
of the cottage, shattering every window 
pane in the dwelling. Pastor Fisher and 
hig wife were uninjured. 

Members of the congregation advised 
them to leave the house with their two 
children, a girl 6 years old and a 
boy 8; but the Rev.’ Mr. Fisher 
said he would stick to his post. 

“The liquor and gambling element did 
it,” he told a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
“I’ve got them on the run, and I’m 
going to keep after them. They need. 
not think they can frighten me.” 

The differences between the Rey. 
Mr. Fisher and Jacob Strohl arose 
through a division of a country 
church near Neoga, where the minis- 
ter has been fillilng the pulpit Sun- 
day afternoons. This church was put 
up as a Union or People’s Church, 
but went into the Presbyterian fold 
before Pastor Fisher reached Neoga. 
Strohl was one of the objectors to 
this gtep. 

Member Did Not Like Prayer. 

“Both sides wanted me to help

LONDON, July 6.—Bugene Corri, the 
most noted referee in England, who 
refereed the Burns-Moir championship 
fight, said to the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent: 

“I thought Jeffries would win. I 
thought he was not an ordinary man 
at all, but an extraordinary man. I be- 
Heved he could come back even after 
etx years’ absence from the ring and 
win. His outward condition was per- 
fect, but there was something lacking 
in vitality—he had lost the necessary 
vim.”’ 

Asked if he thought it possible to find 
a man capable of boxing Jphnson, Corrt 
replied: “I believe it is. There is a 
man down at South-End-On-Sea, where 1 
live, who has a great chance, in my 
opinion.

He 
was trained while out there by Ma- 
loney, an American, and beat every 
man he met. Wells has a longer reach 
than Johnson, stands 6 feet 8 inches, 
and for a heavyweight is wonderfully 
quick on his feet. He is 21 years of 
age. His Iast match was with Gunner 
MacMurray, whom he knocked out in 
half a round. His next match Is with 
Jint Maher of America. Packey McFar- 
land, who saw him beat MacMurray, 
said to me: ‘Mr. Corri, I wish we had 
him out in America. I believe we could 
train him to become the champion.” 


Age Tells Story, Says Britt. 

Jimmy Britt said: “The lesson of the 
fight is what I have always contended— 
that after the age of 380, with very few, 
if any, exceptions, no fighter can keep 
up his old fighting form, especially 
after retirement. In Jeff’s case, six 
years ago, when he retired, he was 
much superior to Johnson. The result 
only shows that Jeffries has gone back. 
like every other fighter who has re- 
turned to the ring.
